“The greatest apple crop in the 
history of Nova ‘Scotia,” is the al-

vince. It is estimated the crop 
will reach 2,500,000 barrels, at least 
half a million barrels more than 
any c her crop ever raised in Nova 
Scotia. 


In preparation for the opening of. 
the 1929 big game hunting season 
in New Brunswick, 25,000 hunting 
licenses have been sent out from 
the Department of Lands’ and 
Mines to 300 vendors in all parts of 
the province. ‘ 


_E. W. Beatty, chairman and pre- 
sident of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, accompanied by a group of 
directors of the company, is now 
on his-annual tour of inspection of 
company’s properties and condi- 
tions in the west. Resorts, agri- 
cultural centres, experimental 
farms, mines and smelting plants, 
as well as the system itself was in- 
spected during the tour which 
started September 5 from Montreal 
and closes at Winnipeg October 2. 


“T am watching with the greatest 
interest the progress being achiev- 
ed in the United States where rail- 
ways are experimenting in the use 
of aeroplanes as adjuncts to their 
railway services,” said E. W. 
Beatty, chairman and president of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, in- 
terviewed at Toronto recently. 
“There they are using planes by day 
in certain places and rail travel by 
night and the experiments are very 
interesting to me,” the president 
added. 


Two first prizes, three seconds, 
and a third award were won by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway supply 
farms championship Holstein herd 
from Strathmore, Alta., at the 60th 
annual provincial exhibition at 
New Westminster recently. This 
is a follow-up to the Vancouver 
Show where the herd led all others. 


Up to the end of August, says 
Colonel J. S. Dennis, chief commis- 
sioner of the railway’s department 
of colonization and development, 
the Canadian Pacific brought to 
Canada 1792 bovs for placement in 
agricultural employment under the 
distributive schemes of the com- 
pany. “This is the largest number 
of British boys brought out to the 
Dominion by any one organiza- 
tion,” says the Colonel. 


Back from a month’s wanderings 
along the line of the Dominion At- 
lantic Railway in Nova Soatia, Miss 
Juliette Gaultier de la Verendrye, 
noted folksong artist, stated that 
she had discovered 300 folksongs 
that were either quite unknown 
hitherto or else were interesting 
variants in melody and tune to 
similar songs in vogue among the 
French-Canadian habitants.

TUBERCULOSIS IN CHILDREN 
—— 

At the last annual meeting of the 
Canadian Public Health Association, 
Doctor R. M. Price reported the re- 
sults of a research which is of public 
interest. This research was concerned 
with the important subject of the 
spread of bovine tuberculosis, that is 
the type of tuberculosis from whica 
cattle suffer and which also attacks 
children. \ 

From the report, the following 
statements are quoted: “The inci- 
dence of bovine tuberculosis in man, 
therefore depends upon the amount 
of tuberculosis im cattle from which 
the milk is obtained and the amount 
of raw milk consumed by children.” 
“In Canada about five per cent. of 
cattle tested react to tuberculin.” The 
younger the individual, the greater 
is the probability of the infection 
through the milk consumed, and the 
jmore likely ie the case to be due 0 
ithe bovine type.” 

In a group of 148 children studied, 
the bovine type of tuberculosis was 
| found in 20 of them. Of the 128 child- 
ren who showed infectiom with the 
human type, most of them gave a 
| history of the use of raw miik, and, 
in most cases, the relationship to 
milk was shown.

THE RIPENING OF 
GREEN TOMATOES 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


In some sections there is a consid 
erable demand for ripe tomatoes after 
the season for this crop is normally 
over. This requirement may success 
fully be met by artificially ripening 
the fruits indoors. Fruits that are to 
be ripened should be well grown, 
free from blemishes such as splits in 


the skin bruises or frost injury. It ‘ 


has been found however that the very 
green iruits will not make a desirab!c 
finished product. Therefore, the tom 
atoes should be as near to maturing 
as possible. If such fruits can be sav 
ed and stored in a moderately cool 


room, at about 60 to 65 degrees they

Here and There 
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Canrdian Pacific stesmer Min- 
nedosa recently brought over to 
Canada two fine stallions belong- 
ing to the Prince of Wales, “Alde- 
baran” an Arab, and “Crusader’’, a 
Clyde, to go the royal <fanch at 
High River, Alberta. ‘The two 
horses broke their journey at the 
Toronto Exhibition, and later were 
carried across the Dominion by 
Canadian Pacific Express. Special 
accommodation was provided for 
them on the Minnedosa: 


Rt. Hon. L. C. M. 8S. Amery, se- 
cretary ‘for the Dominions in the 
Baldwin administration, fulfilled 
his wish recently when he climbed 
Mount Amery, 10,940-foot”'peak in 
the Rockies, to accompsh which 
he had travelled some six thou- 
sand miles by Canadian Pacific Bm- 
press of Australia and lines to Lake 
Louise from England. He fought 
his way through blizzards and 
many other hardships to the top of 
the peak. He was accompanied by 
a Swiss guide, Bdward Feuz, of 
Lake Louise. 


“Mr. Churchill looked very funny 
working on one of father’s thresh- 
ing machines,” said the Hon. George 
Rodney, aged ten, who with his 
younger brother John recently tra- 
velled to England to take up school- 
ing. Winston Churchill is a cousin 
of Lord Rodney who operates a 
ranch at Fort Saskatchewan, Al- 
berta. 


The fourth game refuge has been 
established in New Brunswick by 
the provincial government at Be- 
caguimac, consisting of 43 square 
miles located in Carleton and York 
counties. This makes a total in all 
of about 640 square miles of terri- 
tory set aside in the province as 
game sanctuaries since 1919. 


Hon. J. L. Perron, Quebec min- 
ister of agriculture, has announced 
the loan of two-thirds of the pur- 
chase Price of pure-bred_ sheep, 
without ‘interest charges, to Quebec 
farmers. He aims to place 25,000 
pure-bred sheep throughout the 
province to bring in a yearly rev- 
enue of $250,000. 


A yield of 3,599,995 barrels of 
apples is expected in Canada this 
year, as compared with 3,235,970 in 
1928. Compared with the five-year 
average of 2,985,310 barrels this 
is an increase of 20%, making it a 
bumper crop. 


Homestead entries in the four 
westein’ provinces continue to run 
well ahead of last year. For the 
half year they number 7,129 as 
compared with 5,165 in the same 
six months period of 1928. Alberta 
topped the list with 4,052 filings; 
Saskatchewan followed with 2381; 
British Columbia recorded 371 and 
Manitoba 325. 


Sixty-three wells are being 
driNed in the Turner Valley, 30 
miles south-west of Calgary, 21 are 
just about to be started and 28 are 
producing crude naphtha or crude 
oil—a total of 112 wells. Mr. Wins- 
ton Churchill, on his recent trip 
across the Dominion by Canadian 
Pacific paid a special visit fo the 
Turner Valley accompanied by 
Mayor Osborne of Calgary.
